On his return to England he ſoon-Gound he could 
not reliſh a town life, nor ſubmit to the aſſiduity re- 
quired in his profeſſion; his talent indeed was rather 
for ſketching than finiſhing. So he contentedly ſat 
| down in the country with his little fortune, painting 
now and then a portrait or a landſcape, as his fancy 
led him,

As his turn of mind was rather ſerious, and his con- 
duct had been irreproachable. he very properly fol- 
lowed the opinion of his friends, who adviſed him to 
enter into orders. And after ſome time ſpent uport a 
mall cure in Warwickſhire; his worthy character, 

and the merit of his poetical performances, becom- 
mended him to the notice of the Lord Chancellor 
Hardwicke, who preſented him fucceſlively to the 
reQories of Belchford and Kerkby in Lincolnſhire; 
as did Sir John Heathcote to that of Coningſby in the 
ſame county. Upon this latter preferment he reſided 
till the end of 1757, when a confumptive diſorder, 
with which he had mnie, carried him off 
at laſt in the 59th year of his age. ?
